Filipinos Make 

Brave Stand 



Slain by Scores In Trenches 
While Resisting an Ameri- 
can Assault. 



Victorious Force Too Exhaust- 
ed to Follow Remnant Who 
Finally Fled.

.Manila. Nov. 14.— The !Klrd infantry, 
in one uf the sharpest two hours' engage- 
ments of the war with the insurgents, 
five miles from .San Fabian, on Satur- 
day lost one olllivr and six men killed 
and one olllcer and twelve men wounded. 
The Americana captured 20 Filipinos and 
100 rifles, and found 81 insurgents lying 
dead iii the trenches and rice fields. 
Many other Filipinos were killed or 
wounded. 

The troops > niuteretl the worst re- 
sistance on the road through the island. 
There was n succession of bridges which 
the men bad to repair, muddy ditches, 
and at certain places men and horaes 
struggled waste-deep in frogmire. A 
hundred men had to draff the Gutling 
suns pan of the way, horses being use- 
less. 

The Filipinos made iui exceptionally 
good fiffht, many of them remaining be- 
hind their cover until the Americans 
were within -!() feet of them. 

Major Marsh Hanked a small trench 
full of insurgents, sur.pri.siug them ttnd 
slaughtering nearly all, before entering 
the town. The (Jatliug irun killed live 
of the force holding the bridge and 
swept the country beyond the town, 
driving about inn Filipinos into the bills. 

Tl>e insurgents are supposed t" have 
retreated towards Uagupun. It was im- 
possible to pursue them, as the Ameri- 
can troops were exhausted, and their 
supply of ammunition was" low- The 
outposts lulled live Filipinos during the 
nUrlit. The bodynrf the Filipinos' lieu- 
tenant-colonel commanding was found 
anions the .killed. 

A. proclamation of the Filipino secre- 
tary 'Of war was found in all the vil- 
lages, giving glowiug accounts of alleged 
Filipino victories and saying that T.filHJ 
Americana had been killed and i,;>00 
wounded during the war. 

The dead anil wounded were brought 
to Manila .to-day. Prisoners say it is 
reported that Aguinaldo, with an army 
they eritimated nt 20,000 men, probably 
a great exaggeration, is stirring towards 
Dagupan, intending to leave by railroad 
for the northwestward.

Manila, Nov. 14.— Further details re- 
garding the grounding of the United 
States cruiser Charleston show that she 
struck on an uncharted shoal. Choral 
reef, ten miles east of KlUuiguin island. 
Her stern was almost submerged and the 
bow almost uttt of water. A heavy sea 
was on, and the cruiser began rolling 
heavily. The watertight doors were 
quickly closed, but were stove in under 
the engine department. After the first 
effort to ri^'ht her. the officers feared 
she might slide oft because of the heavy 
sea am! therefore abandoned the attempt 
and hurriedly launched the boats and 
rowed away, prepared to light for :i bind- 
ing with the two t'oiis, 134 rifles ami ten 
days' rations. 

Some of the officers and men were 
dressed only in pajamas and their under- 
clothing. The breech locks of the cannon 
were removed before the boa.ls put away. 
Two hours .uter the Charleston struck 
all had got away. The report that tho 
crew remained two days on the vessel is 
inaccurate. A party returned two days 
later but found it impossible to save any- 
1 hilig. 

The firs) landing was made on a little 
island with a front of barren rocks. 
Next day tin boats again took to the 
water ami proceeded to Ktuniguiu island, 
where a lauding was made, in the ex- 
pectation that some fighting would be 
necessary. Far from this being the case, 
they found a half savage people, who 
regarded them with curiosity rather than 
hostility. On the third day tile storm 
bad greatly subsided, and CapL McDon- 
ald, with Boatswain Doniiuick tJlimi 
and six men started for the Gulf id' Liu- 
gayon, in a thirty-foot sailing launch, 
hoping to liud an American ship. Most 
of tlie time they were in a soaking ram. 
clad only in their underclothing and 
drenclud to their skin. At length they

Nov. 15.— There is no addi- 
tional news this morning regarding the 
progress of hostilities in South Africa 
exeept n Mafeking despatch forwarded 
by a runner dated October 31 which 
says thai during the afternoon Gen. 
Cronje, the Boer commander, sent an 
envoy to Co). Baden-Powell under a Hag 
of trine to declare that he did not con- 
sider the Geneva Conference authorized 
the Hag of the Bed Cross society to lly 
from several buildings at once in the 
town and that in his opinion, the employ 
nietii of native against whites and the 
use of dynamite mines were both op- 
posed to tile rules of warfare. 

Col. Badeu-Powe-11 replied that the 
Geneva Conference did not stipulate as- 
to number of Bed Cross stations permis- 
sible, and that the Boers were only re- 
quired to respect the convent, the hos- 
pital and the women's laager, all of 
which were beyond the (own limits. 

The British commander also pointed 
out that mines were recognized adjuncts 
of civilized warfare, und that the de- 
fences of Pretoria were extensively min- 
ed. Moreover he reminded Gen. Cronje 
that the Boers had raided the native 
kraals and carried off their cattle, and 
that the natives wore only defending 
their lives and property. 

Despite tlie.se warnings, the Boers con- 
tinued deliberately to shell the hospital 
and women's laager. The sending of the 
Boer envoy was regarded, the despatch 
says, as a mere pretext, for penetrating 
the British line at Mafeking. According 
to the latest reports, the town is confi- 
dent of its ability to hold out until the 
end of the campaign. 

So far as Kimberley is concerned, tin- 
mental condition of those there may be 
judged from the fact that three weddings 
have taken place since the siege began, 
the last having been celebrated Novem- 
ber S. 

In the absence of fresh news the morn- 
ing papers are driven to discuss Lord 
Salisbury's letter regarding misinterpre- 
tations or his utterances nt the Lord 
Mayor's banquet. Lord Salisbury de- 
clares that he docs not wish to discuss 
arrangements which, under conditions 
that are yet in the future, the govern- 
ment may think desirable.

The Premier's deliverance meets with 
general approval, although the explana- 
tion was in no way necessary, as out 
side the Daily Chronicle no one had sup- 
posed his words would bear the meaning 
which Boer sympathizers had boon en- 
deavoring In read into them. 

President Kruger's threat lias excited 
widespread indignation. The Dailj 
News demands that bis friends should 
promptly inform him thai his own ueck 
and that of Mr. ReitZ, the Transvaal 
i state secretary, will lie held responsible 
! for any such violation of the elementary 
| rules of civilized warfare, 
j For once the censorship is blamed on 
j account of laxity. it is asserted that 
the collator ought to have suppressed thv 
| story of Father Mathews regarding the 
l surrender at Nicholson's Nek, which. 

while too vague to be- considered evi- 
! dence, must cause uneasiness. The feel 
| ing is that until the faets could be -ascer- 
tained it would have been wiser not to 
circulate mere gossrip. 

The great delay in South African 
cables, particularly the last few days, 
and lack of any definite news from 
Ladysmitli, gives rise to some apprehen- 
sion, which is only relieved by the fact 
that no adverse tidings have come from 
either British or Boer source-

abouts of Gen. Buller. 

11. AI. S. Powerful litis arrived at 
Syinotis Bay from Durban and begun to 
coal.

They 
were rounded up after being watched 
for several months, and were formally 
held l>y a police magistrate to-day on the 
nominal charge of being suspicious per- 
sons- The police of New York nay that 
they have been convicted of obtaining 
many thousands of dollars under false 
pretences. 

Of tbc prisoners. AIouzo S, Whitenian, 
of Duiisville, N. Y., is a graduate of 
Columbia Law School, a former state 
mentor of Minnesota, a former candidate 
for congress, and once a millionaire. The 
others arc Frank Edmonds, clerk, Con- 
necticut; John Thompson, alias William 
Hartley, alias Plawton, olios Dr. George 
SV. Johnson, residence unknown; Rob- 
ert .T. Knox, lawyer, New York, There 
lis under arrest at Pittsburg a fifth mem- 
ber of the gang, Charles D. Stewart, 
alias Charles Ward, about (if) or 70 
years old. ITe was arrested there yes- 
terday. 

Several months ago a man claiming to 
be W. L. ITowe, cashier of thfl National 
Hank of Lawrence, Kansas, ordered ten 
thousand drafts of a certain design from 
a firm of lithographers in this city anil 
paid for them in cash. They were sent 
to him can' of Mrs. Whitenian, Dans- 
ville, N. Y- 

A fi'w days later a North River ferry- 
boat deck-hand found one of the books 
id' drafts in the river, and the book was 
sent to a detective bureau. Soon reports 
of bogus drafts began to pour in from all 
over the country. They were all made 
on the same linns and drawn en the 
National Hank of Lawrence. Investiga- 
tion by tile police traced them back to 
Whitenian, who lived with his mother in 
Dansville, N, Y. There it: is alleged he 
■formulated lias plans, anil his tools all 
over the country carried them out. 

One operation recounted by Capt. Mc- 
Cluskey occurred on October.'! last. The 
It'irst National Hank of Wbonsocket paid 
$3,000 on a $10,01)0 worthless draft 
drawn by the Lawrence National Bank, 
of Lawrence, Kansas, on the First Na- 
tional Hank of New York City. This 
deal the police state was operated by 
Charles E. Stewart, alias Charles Ward, 
aided by Bdllionds, Thompson anil 
Knox, and directed from Dansville by I 
Whitenian. After this money was se- 
cured the men, except Wliiteman, went 
to Pittsburg, where the next victim in 
the shape of the Tradesman National! 
Bank was to be worked. The scheme 
there, according to the police, was to de- ] 
posit SI, 000 in cash to open an account 
and give the men a standing. This was 
done. A bogus draft for $4,000 was to; 
follow, and then an effort made to draw j 
$2,000. Stewart, alias Ward, was to do I 
the work. He is gray and venerable. 

The bank officials were notified by the 
police, and plans were made for the nr-! 
rest or the entire gang when they came! 
on Monday to draw the $2,000. The 
plans miscarried, and Stewart alone was 
tit tight. The other three escaped to 
New York. Pittsburg's police' wired 
''apt. Ifi. MeCluskey, and they were 
caught soon after landing here. 

Whitenian, who came from Dansv'.lle 
to^ this city on Saturday last, was arrest- 
ed .it a hotel on Fifth avenue, where 
lie was registered as C. Caldwell, of 
Philadelphia. lie ha.s been sending invi-l 
rations to himself by telephone and tele- 
graph to occupy a box at the Horse 
.Show and to dine at various prominent 
flubs.

Ohio, Nov. 13.— A magazine 
used by the Bradford nitro-glyeerine fac- 
tory lo -tore the explosive, two miles 
east of here, exploded to-day. The 
shock was h.-ar.l at towns within a rad- 
ius ..f forty miles, and the e-ffecl of the 
explosion in the immediate vicinity was 
terrilie. The magazine is located in 
the woods a quarter of a mile from any 
dwelling, and this alone prevented a ter- 
rible loss of life.

It 
is supposed thai he had a companion, 
bill this is not positive'..* known- The 
driver's name was Benjamin Card. 

The explosion made a hole several feel 

deep in the solid roek; | pie within a 

mile were knocked Hat; splinters were 
lorn from the walls, dishes tin-own from 
the cupboards, and houses moved from 
their foundation-. All the windows in 
(,'ibsonbarg were broken. There were 
about 1,50(1 quarts of nil r<i-glycerine on 
the wagon and in the magazine.

ON TRIAL FOR POISONING. 

New York Swell Held to Acooant for 
the- Lives of Two People. 

New York. Nov. 14.— Roland B. Moli- 
neux was pu| on I rial for his life to-day 
in the court of general sessions before 
Recorder G'roff, charged with the death 
of Mis. KaDhcrinc .1. Adams on Decem- 
ber 28, 1898. Mrs. Adams died alter 
swallowing what was believed to be a 
headache powder that had been sent 
through ihe mail in a silver match-holder 
as a Christmas present to Harry Cor- 
nish, physical director of the Knicker- 
bocker Athletic Club, and by him admin- 
istered to Mrs. Adams, wilh whom he 
resided. A chemical analysis developed 
ihe fact that ihe powder contained a 
dendlv mixture of cyanide of mercury. 
The investigation which followed result- 
ed in developing that Henry C. Barnet, 
another prominent member of the Knick- 
erbocker Club, who had recently died, 
had received a similar powder, and that 
it contained cyanide of mercury also. 

Roland B. Molineux was an g ihe 

witnesses put; on. the stand at the coro- 
ner's inquest, at which the testimony 
went to show that Molinmi.x bore enmity 
to both Cornish and Barnet. He was 
arrested after considerable delay and has 
been in the Tombs ever since. The 
grand jurors considered his ease, and 
they brought in an indictment against 
him. Both sides have fought bitterly 
ever since Molineux's arrest, ami to-day, 
after several hours were spent in an at- 
tempt to select a jury, not one man had 
been found to accept a chair in the jury 

box. 

When the case was called this morn- 
ing. Barlow S. Weeks, counsel for Moli- 
neux, made a final and desperate effort 
lo have it transferred to the Supreme 
court, but the recorder ordered the trial 
to proceed. Mr. Weeks also made a 
lengthy argument on a motion to dismiss 
the indictment, but: Recorder Groff told 
him his argument was trivial and that: 
hi- was wasting words. 

Molineux's father. Hen. Molineux, sat 
beside him throughout Hie day. Harry 
Cornish was present, and the courtroom 
was crowded. The prisoner displayed 
the same air ot" confidence that lias 
marked his every public appearance since 
his arrest, and after adjournment he was 
permitted lo remain in the court, room 
for some time, whore he talked pleasant- 
ly with his counsel and court attendants. 
The case will' be continued to-morrow.

Arrival of a Missionary From 
the Borderland of 
Tibet. 



Trouble Caused by Priests In- 
terfering in Political Af- 
fairs of the People. 



A new element of danger ami discord is 
presenting Itself in the Ueurt of China, ac- 
cording to ltev. Mr. Hickman, who ur- 
rived here by tUo Empress of Ohluu yester- 
day, en route to England. .Mr. Hickman 
has for eight yeurs been In the farthermost 
held to which Church Missionary Society 
workers have yet penetrated- Ills mission 
headquurtcrs being at Shlkeh'uen, Szeeliuun 
district, on the boiling Himalaya fed, Kla- 
iiug river, one of tile first feeders of the 
Yangtse, In the borderland of Tibet. He 
is himself of the Anglican church, ami he 
assorts that his Roman Catholic .brethern 
huvc recently manifested n determination 
to Interfere in civil and political affairs 
throughout Ssscchunn that lias arom.'J the 
bitterest anti-foreign feeling. The Roman 
Catliolij priests have even gone so tar in 
some Instances as to delnaud recognition In 
the rank of mandarins anil to hold courts 
and adjudicate both civil ami criminal m il- 
ters. The roused antagonism of the people 
to this innovation was first shown In ihe 
general rebellion last year, (luring which 
the Koman Catholic mission property 
through Szcchuan was damaged to the 
extent cd) more than a million sterling, ami 
many of the priests were subjected to 
rough handling as well ns Insult. The Pint 
extent of the disorder was never eiu.ihu- 
slzed to the civilized world, possibly for the 
reason that the authorities of the Roman 
charch felt themselves open to criticism 
and unprepared to defend their Sellll-poll- 
tlcal plans. This year the dlsturbanj?8 
have been resumed, with a similar cause, 
end as Mr. Hickman came nut lie heard 
that Rev. Father Davidson, one of the Ro- 
i.-an Catholic priests, had been seriously 
injured In an nttuck upon his mission. 
'However, it may be nothing so very bad," 
Mr. Hickman comments encouragingly. "AM 
the missionaries In Szecbuan arc roughly 
used at times. I've been. We learn to 
look for It as merely incidental to our 
work." 

Rev. Mr. Hickman's home, Shlkehl'nen, Is 
the last outpost of even Chinese civiliza- 
tion, India (with Tibet and the Himalayas 
between) being the nearest neighbor. It 
Is a city famous for two fold cause, anil It 
Is reached by the most wonderful bridge 
In the world, the bamboo suspension bridge 
spanning the KaMlng and renewed annual- 
ly although forty thousand bamboos are 
required for Its construction. The bridge 
with its approaches is a quarter of a mile 
long, the great span itself being of 30t* 
feet In length. "The Bridge In the 
eituds" Is its fanciful name, and as grace- 
ful titles are favored In that ancient hind. 
Mr. Hickman's early home In the city was 
christened "The Heavenly inn." 

The secondary fame of Shlkchi'uen Is its 
archaeological treasures, the mountain In 
a cave of -which the founder of the old 
Shla dynasty was born being marked with 
two collosal allegorical ligures credited 
with having stood sentinel, commemorating 
the emperors birth, since two thousand 
years before Christ's coming— although it 
Is more probable that they were a forgery 
of the Ming dynasty. Rubbings, or paper 
impressions of the Inscription are held in 
g-eat veneration throughout all China, as a 
sure protection against lire, and for many 
other points of efficacy. One of these rub- 
bings Mr. Hickman has with him. It is 
the first any archaeologist has ever secured, 
and will doubtless Bnd a place eventually 
in one of the great European museums. 

Three months were consumed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Hickman In journeying from Shikeh- 
•nen to Shanghai, the rivers being In Hood 
above Iebnng, on the borderland lie! 
Szecbuan and Hupeb, and several w 
having occurred In the famous gorges 
there. The boat on which the mlssh 
and his wife were passengers was "' 
as it came through the rapids,

THE FRENCH DEPUTIES. 

Attack on Military Policy of the lior- 
enrment Firm'y Answered by 
War .Minister. 

Paris. Nov. It. There was a large and 
animated attendance at the opening of the 
chamber of deputies to-day. The presi- 
dent, M. Desehonel, read numerous re 
i. nests from members for permission to 
interpellate the .government. The Premier, 
M. Waidcek-Ronsseau, asked thai all In- 
terpellations respecting the government's 
general policy be discussed together. This 
Idea was accepted and M. Detiyseochin, 
rightist, opened the debate by reproaching 
the government for opening the doors "f 
power to the socialists, by giving M. Mil- 
lerund (the minister of commerce) u port- 
folio. M. (Srandemason, of the right 1st 
members, blamed Gen. the Marquis tie Oul- 
lifet, the minister of war, for not defending 
the army, and for Otis measure against the 
generals. M. Zeevaes, a socialist deputy, 
urged the government to repress the mach- 
inations of the military and clerical par- 
tics and demanded the separation or the 
■church and state. 

M. Lasies, anti-Semite, condemned the 
measures taken against factious aftieers, 
adding that the latter had good reason to 
say it was shameful. Amid government 
protitit M. Desenanel called M. I.nsbs to 
order, but the latter persisted and said that 
with such a government disobedience was 
a duty which called for reaewed protest*. 

The chamber then adopted a motion cen- 
suring M. Lasies, and Gen. do Galllfet ac- 
eended thenrlbtine and protested vohemens- 
ly at the remarks M. Lasies had made con- 
cerning the army, saying the deputy had 
no right to speak as be bad done. The 
minister's statement caused loud applause 
from the left. Continuing, the General 
l»ald he regretted none of Ills declarations 
or nets, and then amid constant rightist 
and anti-Semitic interruptions be proceeded 
to lustily the measures which he said 
he bad been compelled to take regarding 
certain officers. He asserted that there 
wns general regret that Gen. Roget talk >d 
too much while Gen. Negrlor. be added, 
had declared In the presence of his nflicors 
that the government hud permitted attacks 
on the army, but that when the army had 
enough of them I here were men ready to 
take up Its defence. Here the rightists 
shouted "Vive Negiier." Gen. de (lalllfjl 
continuing, said he did his duty In punish- 
ing Gen. Negrler, at which the rightist and 
artl-Scmltcs noisily protested. 

M. Paul de Cnssagnae, rigid 1st, who fol- 
lowed, said the pardon of Dreyfus was a 
slap In the face for the army, and reproach- 
ed the government for not defending the 
army, which he claimed bud been s-i cal- 
pmn'nted and Insulted. 

M. Vivian said, In behalf of the socialists, 
that they were rendy to uphold the gov- 
ernment who««i projects they accepted as 
a minimum. The bonne then adjourned un- 
til Thursday. The senate after a formal 
peeling to day adjourned slue die.

Yesterday's hows from flic scut <>£ wip 
was not of a striking character. The 
report that Secretary Iteitz o f tin- Trans- 
vaal had threatened to execute sovimi 
British officers if an alleged spy captured 
at Ludysraitli was not given up excited 
much indignation, but official confirma- 
tion being lacking it found few believ- 
ers. So, too, the story »f the alleged 
mistake in regard to the flag of truce, 
when the Fusiliers ami the Gloucesters 
surrendered was viewed with great doubt, 
for it. seemed a very unlikely thing to 
happen. 

Much satisfaction was expressed til 
the arrival of additional troopships at tin 
Cape and the prompt forwarding of re 
inforceuicuts to Durban. Gen. Metlinen 
will soon he in a position to advance in 
force to the relief of Gen. White. In 
yesterday morning's despatches mention 
was made of the fact, that the Boers 
were in force on the north side of the 
Ttlgela river at Colenso. If this proves 
to the ease they have the bridge at 
their mercy and they will hardly leave it 
intact for our relieving column to ad- 
vance over it. News comes in such dis- 
jointed form that anything like a defi- 
nite opinion as to what obstacles will 
confront Gen. Mothucii's advance can- 
no! he formed. 

Ladysmith continues to hold out anil 
the experience of Ma felting and Kimbcr- 
ley go to show that Gen. White is quile 
safe for some time yet. On the whnlo 
yesterday's news was decidedly favor- 
able to ion- Corel's in South Africa al- 
though no special advantages are re- 
ported as having been gained by oar 
troops in the field. 



LOCAL POLITICS. 

The time is drawing very nigh when 
the local political pot. will be boiling, but 
on tile surface of tilings there is little 
indication of any bout. We have been 
at some trouble to ascertain the general 
sentiment of the people of the province, 
as far as it. can bo learned from conver- 
sation with business men. It is very 
strongly in favor of a change of admin- 
istration and the installation in office of 
a government formed mi broad British 
Columbia lines. Some of the poli- 
ticians favor the forced introduction of 
Pedernil party lines, but t.he great majority 
of the people, so far as we are able to 
judge, «'ill resent anything like all at- 
tempt to divert attention from the great 
present desideratum, which is a govern- 
ment composed of the best available Ilia 
terial and inspired by no other policy 
than one which will lead to the devel- 
opment of the province. We believe the 
people of the province are prepared to 
give such a government their hearty sup- 
port. 

One of the subjects which will call for 
attention at the hands of a new govern- 
ment is the practice that lias grown up 
of delegating to the Lteutpnant-Governor- 
in-Council powers which arc really legis- 
lative. This may be said in a general 
way to have been originated by Attor- 
ney-General Theodore Davie, although 
he did not carry it to any extreme. At- 
tprnoy-Gcnoral Martin used it with great 
frequency and during the lust session of 
Hie house many acts were passed con- 
ferring upon the government the power 
to make regulations or prescribe terms or 
exercise their discretion as to the circum- 
stances, places and even individuals to 
whom certain .statutory provisions should 
apply. This is, we submit, an unwise 
policy. The laws of the province should 
be definite and explicit, so Unit there 
can 'be. no doubt: us to their application, 
and so that, all persona would stnnd on 
jiu equal footing under them. A part of 



the policy of any new government that 
is formed ought to be that the legislature 
shall make all the laws, and not simply 
provide a form, leaving the government 
to supply the substance. In other words 
the practice of governing the country 
by orders-ill-council ought to he aban- 
doned. 



ADVERTISING VICTORIA. 

A meeting of the citizens is to be held 
in tile Board of Trade rooms this even- 
ing for the purpose of discussing how 
Victoria can best be advertised abroad. 
The subject is one of very great im- 
portance, although it is not. free from 
very serious difficulties. The attendance 
ought, to be large and the discussion of 
the subject very thorough. There are 
many things to be said in this connec- 
tion, some of them complimentary and 
some of them otherwise to Victoria ami 
its people. The city is very poorly ad- 
vertised, but. this is not because there 
is inn much here that ought to be ad- 
vertised. The great difficulty seems to 
ns to lie in the fact that most people 
misunderstand the object of advertis- 
ing. There is also a common forget 
fulness of the fact that some tbiic;- 
u'hich arc not usually considered adver 
tisemeuts really arc so. The impres 
sious which tourists ami business men 
carry nway from a town may be among its 
best advertisements. It is therefore well 
to think a little about those things which 
form the impressions entertained by 
such people. Lei the average citizen ot 
Victoria put himself in the place of the 
average tourisl and decide for himself 
what impressions he would carry away 
if ho made a short visit to this city. It 
is not necessary to make speeches or 
write letters about these mutters, but 
when one has thought them out he will 
sec for himself that some things which 
advertise our city to the tourist class 
arc not as favorable as they might be. 
To put the matter more plainly, Victoria 
impresses very favorably those who re- 
main here long enough to learn what 
tin- city is like, but the impression pro- 
duced upon parties on arriving here or 
whose stay is brief is not satisfactory. 
This is ii point to which sonic attention 
ought to be paid, not perhaps at the 
meeting to-night, but by a general com- 
mittee to be formed to deal with the 
whole subject. 



RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

Sir Wilfrid Lauricr in one of bis re 
cent speeches in Ontario told bis hearer: 
that the time had not yet come when tin 
parliament of Canada could afford to 
abandon the policy of subsidizing rail 
ways. Referring to the criticism often 
made that railways are not subsidized 

in the United Slates, he said it was not 
lair to compare the conditions of rail- 
way construction in a country with 
70,000,000 population with those exist- 
ing in a country of similar area with 
only about 5,000,000 people. The force 
of this statement would have been 
stronger if Sir Wilfrid had mentioned 
that, while federal or even state subsi- 
dies are at present unknown in the 
United States, large land grant* and 
other government aid were given when 
it became necessary to build railways 
through the West, and that even now 
assistance is given by townships and 
other municipal organizations to new 
lines in well-settled localities. En the 
United States there is a large element 
of the population constantly on the look- 
out, for new fields to occupy. We have 
only a limited number of sttell people in 
Canada. For these reasons we are able 
fully to concur with the Premier when 
he says that the time haa not yet come 
when the Dominion can withdraw from 
the policy of subsidizing railways. 

The last report of the department of 
railways shows that up to November 1. 
1S0S, $44.S15.'Jlt.52 had been paid in 
subsidies. To this must be added the 
balance due -on the Crow's Ne-t Pass 
road, which was about $3,000,000, and 
the ?0,000,00() and upwards voted at tin- 
last session of parliament, which swell 
the total to about $55,000,000. In this 
is included $25,000,000 for the Canadian 
Pacific, so that exclusive of what has 
been given for the transcontinental rail- 
way, hut including everything in aid of 
extensions of the ('. I'. II., parliament 
has voted, ill round numbers, something 
like $30,0011,000 in aid of railway con- 
struction in thirty years. While this is a 
very large sum of money, anil doubtless it 
was not in .-very instance used to the 
best advantage, there is no doubt thai 
on the whole the country has been 
greatly benefited by it. and its develop- 
ment has been expedited. 

We are glad, therefore, lo learn thai 
the policy of assisting railway construc- 
tion is to be continued. Both political 
parties are pledged to the principle. Our 
own view of the matter is that future 
(subsidies ought to he confined, except in 
exceptional cases, lo lines which can be 
fairly classed as development roads. 
Many that have received $3,200 a mile 
cannot be so described. It. is not neces- 
sary to specify them, but those persons 
who are familiar with the history of rail- 
way construction In Eastern Canada 
will readily recall the names or some of 
them. We think the people of Canada 
are prepared to support a liberal railway 
policy, with the proper ^safeguards as to 
governmental control. 

A correspondent asks the Colonist to 
draw attention to a practice, becoming 
very common in Victoria. It ia that of 
making preparations to leave the theatre 
during the last chorus of an opera. This 
might, be abandoned with advantage. 
The custom is almost peculiar to Vic- 
toria. 



Wo deprecate such allusions as were 
made at: the city council on Monday 
night to the clergymen who spoke at 
the meeting in Victoria West. The 
idea expressed seemed to ho that clergy- 
men have no right to interfere in secu- 



lar affairs, but they have quite as good 
a right to do so as any one else. In fact 
it would be a good thing if" they took 
greater- interest in public matters than 
they do. 

Victoria is receiving praise .-ill over 
the province for the example it set in 
regard to the Mansion House Fund- 
The Columbian says: "The exhibition 
of patriotism and Imperialism, which 
touches the pocket, does Victoria credit 
and will doubtless be warmly appreciat- 
ed in the Old Land." We notice that 
the mayor and city council have prom- 
ised their patronage to n performance of 
"The Messiah." which is to be given at 
a date to lie named under the direction 
of Mr. F. Victor Austin, " Tlio Mes- 
siah" is a magnificent musical composi- 
tion and if it is well rendered is sonie- 
ihiug worth hearing for itself alone, 
apart altogether from the object for 
which it may be given. 



While successes for the United States 
forces continue to be reported from the 
Philippines, the end of the war does not 
sei in To he anywhere in sight, nor can 
any one suggest any combination Of cir- 
eumstnnccs at all likely to occur in the 
near future that will bring hostilities to 
tl close. Meanwhile the Filipinos ore 
sending broadcast over the world copies 
of the roust itut ion of "La Kcpuhlicu 
Filipina." This document bears the 
sigiuu ure of Bmilio Agninuldo, and was 
promulgated at a national assembly con- 
sisting of ninety members. The lirsi 
three articles in the constitution arc 
simple to the point of being classic. 
Article I. declares that the Filipinos con- 
stitute a nation to be known us the Fili- 
pino Republic. Article '2 declares that 
the Filipino Republic is free and inde- 
pendent, Article .", declares that sover- 
eignty rests exclusively with the people.

or, us liitN been suggested, from the sur- 
vival of seine pngnn or prehistoric day or 
augury under the protection of an ecclesi- 
astical saint, the associations of Kt. Swith- 
In's day with the weal her of the n-xt six 
weeks are llrmly routed In popular Imagin- 
ation, Times may change and creeds he 
mcilllled, but such beliefs live on. The 
It' tli century tins not killed them, with all 
Its Increase of knowledge, and the end of 
the 20th. In .ill probability, will find them 
still alive. 

Weather prognostication has been In nil 
agi s, among every class of society, a fas- 
cinating though speculative exercise— fas- 
cinating, perhaps, in prdportlou to its un- 
certainly. For many It has. UCiMi n neces- 
sity of Unlly life. Hunters, shephirds, 
sailors and tillers cf the earth have been 
obliged, In connection with their callings, 
to study the teachings o£ winds, wave, 
clouds ami oilier objects of animate and in- 
animate nature, from which signs of Im- 
pending changes In the weather might be 
gathered. The most weatherwlse among 
savage or primitive people would prosper 
bcsi and others would Imitate their fore- 
sight by the study of the same phenomena; 
and thus there has been gradually framed 
n store of rough-and-ready maxims embody- 
ing the observations of experience In the 
f i of proverbs or rhymes nr local tradi- 
tions, not all but many of I hem more or 
less accurate. 

One of the most familiar of these re 
laics lo St. Swlnthln's day. It embodies, 
as we have already noted, a general pro- 
bability that a break-up of the weather 
about this lime will Inst for some weeks, 
perhaps till St. Bartholomi w's day. August 
24, when, according lo another saying, "ail 
the tours that St. Swlthln can cry, St. Bnrt- 
leiny's dusty mantle wipes dry." More re- 
liable, because based on a wider deduction, 
ore observations derived from the ways of 
animals. Every naturalist, herdsman or 
shepherd Is familiar with the fact that an- 
imals seem to be endowed with a much 
keener perception than we are of coming 
changes in the weather. Virgil, Anitas, 
Theophrnstus and other ancient writers 
note Instances of this. It Is said that Sir 
Isane Newton, having been told by a coun- 
tryman one line morning that be would be 
overtaken by a shower, rode back when the 
rain came on to ascertain the foundation 
for the prediction. "All I know Is," Bald

Popular beliefs and superstitions die 
hard; and those about tile weather, that 
universal subject of Interest, die hard- 
est of all. The schoolmaster and the man 
ot science ure abroad, but which of us, 
educated or uneducated, does not feel some 
anxiety whether St. Swlthln's day will be 
fair or wet. In the full, unavowed, be- 
lief that "If It do ruin" to-day, "for 40 days 
It. will remain V" St. Swlthln, the "saint, 
of the soakers," as Hood culls him, shared 
with St. Gallo In Italy, St. Margaret la 
Germany, and St. Martin Bullion la Scot- 
land, the credit of results that, as a matter 
of fact, often follow a change of weather 
lu July. In France, SS. Modurd and fier- 
vnse, In the month of June, are accredited 
With similar Influence, while a belief that 
the lust few days of January rule the 
weather for the year has caused like as- 
sociations to atuch to the saints who are 
commemorated at that time, vis.: St. Vin- 
cent In France and Spain, and St. Paul.

City Council Finds Useful Em- 
ployment for the Few Thou- 
sands of Surplus. 



Several Streets and Sidwalks 
to Receive Badly Needed 
Attention. 



T!n' city council spon I lust evening 
considering the supplementary estimates 
which wcic put through tin- commitcc 
stage with somo discussion, but without 
any heated arguments. 

In reply to a question Mr. Raymur, 
the city auditor, stated that there still 
remained unspent $1.70(1 of the appropri- 
ation made earlier in tin- year tor the 
harbor investigation committee. This 
sum formed part of the .Sti.tMh) surplus. 

Aid. Brydoii and Beckwith objected to 
the money being devoted to any other 
object than Unit for which it had been 
set aside. The harbor investigation com- 
mittee were considering the cost of bor- 
ing apparatus and it would not be well to 
do away witli the opproprintion until it 
was found whether the committee would 
require it this year. 

Finally it was decided on Aid. Beck- 
vvith's motion to let the matter stand till 
December 1. 

It was explained that the supplement- 
ary estimates already published did not 
come out of the $0,000 surplus with tin- 
exception of tile $1,500 for the supply 
pipe for the filter beds. Therefore de- 
ducting the $1,750 Sorby scheme appro- 
priation and the $1,500 for pipe there re- 
mained $2,750 which it was decided to 
devote to streets, bridges and sidewalks. 

The estimates by-law was then put 
through the committee stage and the 
council sitting as a board of works pro- 
ceeded to consider the streets and side- 
walks on which to spend the surplus. The 
decision was as follows:

Book Dealing with All Departments f 
Their Lifowork Being Prepared 
by the National Council. 

To the IJditor of the Colonist .—

I'lucing the same valuation on the car- 
goes of the other vessels of the flee! as 
has been put on that of the Mermaid Die 
Whaling industry will bring in a revenue 
to San Francisco of something like $1,- 
500,000. The tleet is now on its way 
home. It is composed of the steamers 
Joannette, with a catch of 17 whales, 
the Karltick with 7 whales; the Alexnn 
dei- with S whales; the Beluga with 
whules; Mary D. Hie with 21 whales; 
the Grampus with 5 whules; the Bolema 
with 7 whules; tin- Narwhal with '.'> 
whales and tin- bark Alaska with H 
whales. The total catch for the nine 
vessels is ir>l whales or 15:; whales in- 
cluding tlie Mermaid's catch. All but the 
Beluga entered the Arctic early last 
spring. The Beluga wintered over at 
Bailey in the Arctic, but her catch not- 
withstanding is u phenomenal one. The 
hunting grounds were between llerchell 
island at the mouth of the Mackenzie 
river and Bankstand. Though the 
whales are found off the Canadian coast 
not a single Canadian vessel was this 
year operated. 



EMPRESS OF CHINA IN. 

The Big White Oriental Liner Beached 
Port Yesterday Morning. 

It was early yesterday morning when 
the B. M. S. Empress of China arrived 
at tin' William Head quarantine station, 
ten days from Yokohama. She had had 
a lino passage across until two days oft 
the Cape, when a blow was encountered 
that deprived the majority of the pas- 
sengers of their false security as to their 
being proof against mal de mer. A fleet 
of nine vessels in all were sighted wait- 
ing for wind ami opportunity to make 
the Straits, but none of these was suffi- 
ciently close to be reported by name. As 
Usual, the China brought a full cargo; a 
large number of Chinese immigrants; 
and -11 lirst -class passengers, including a 
majority of " globe-trotters," as the 
American round-the-world traveller has 
been christened. The notables on the 
voyage were Prof. Entile Hnvalaquc, of 
Paris; Bev. and Mrs. Hickman, who 
are returning from an eight years' so- 
journ in the little known province of 
Hzcchunn; Mr. and Mrs. Otsuka, who 
are bound for Paris, Mr. Otsuka being 
commissioner from Japan to the exposi- 
tion; and Bev. and Mrs. Norbend and 
their interesting family — another mis 
sionary party.

REFUSED A LANDING. 

Rang Yu-Wei, the Chinese Reformer, 
Not Allowed to Go Ashore 
in Japan. 

Rumors of impending trouble for the ex- 
iled prime minister, Kang Yu-wei, have 
been current here for a fortnight past, Un- 
report being that he had alined to gala 
possession of the new American-Chinese So- 
ciety's campaign fund of sixty thousand 
dollars upon his arrival in Yokohama, to 
which neutral point It had been forwarded. 
This rumor is in a measure confirmed by 
Empress of China advices of yesterday, to 
the effect that the Japanese authorities, 
prompted by sympathizers with the reform 
movement among the prominent Chinese, re- 
fused to grunt the exile a landing when he 
crossed to Kobe from Vancouver on the 
Hm press of India. He accordingly trans- 
ferred In great agitation to the Steamer 
Ka wacjil-maru, which landed him In Hong- 
kong, ills plan being to avoid the O. V. It.

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S'WRY OF THE TRANSVAAL. 

Brief Sketch of the Boers and Their 
Actions Provoking the Present War. 

The follswing is an interesting paper 
On Smith Africa ami tin- Transvaal war, 
by Mr. .1. M. Campbell, of the North 
\Vard leaching stall', read at an enter- 
tainment in the Temperance hall last 
week, and which will well stand further 
publicity, in the opinion of umuy of those 
v. ho heard it: 

South Africa woe first brought to the 
attentioi of Europeans in 1497, when 
Vaseo da Gamn, a Portuguese navigator, 
rounded what is now the Cupe of Good 
Hope on his way to India. It hud been 
discovered eleven years before by Diaz, 
another Portuguese. 

No fixed settlement was made at the 
Cape lor lfil> years after its discovery, 
although English, Dutch and Portuguese 
.ships often stopped there on their wuv lo 
the East. 

In ltir>2 the Dutch formed u colony al 
Table Bay. which remained under t.he 
rule of Holland for nearly a century and 
a half. All the settlers were Dutch ex- 
cept some hundreds of French Protest- 
ants, who found homes there in KISS, 
after having been expelled from their 
own country, and whoso descendants 
won adopted the Dutch language instead 
of their own. 

In 179!) the Dutch 
Cape rebelled, and a 
sent to support the 
Prince of Orange. 

possession of the colony and held it until 
1803, when they restored it to Holland. 
Only three years later war broke out be- 
tween Britain and Holland, and a British 
force once more captured Cape Colony. 
At the peace which followed in 1814, 
Ureal Britain agreed to pay between 
two and three million pounds to the 
King of the Netherlands on condition 
that. Cape Colony should be finally ceded 
to her. Our first possessions' iii South 
Africa, were, therefore, secured to us 
partly by conquest and partly by pur- 
chase. 

After the British tool; formal posses- 
sion n number of the Dutch in Cape 
Colony became very much dissatisfied 
with British rule, chiefly because they 
were not allowed to enslave and destroy 
the natives at their pleasure. These 
Dutch, or Boers, as they came to be 
called- for Boer is the Dutch word for 
farmer- -decided to move'northward ami 
found a state for themselves, where they 
would be free from that British law 
which pronounced every man on British 
soil a free man, irrespective of color or 
former condition of servitude. 

Those Boers who left Cape Colony had 
to fight many severe battles with the 
nil lives of what is now Natal, and were 
at. one time nearly exterminated. At 
length, in 1840, under a general named 
Preterms, after whom the capital of the 
Transvaal is named, the natives were 
defeated and Natal proclaimed a Boer 
republic. 

In 1S4.'? the British government took 
possession of Natal, and the Boers again 
removed in two divisions, one party 
settling south of the Van! river in what 
is now the Orange Free State, mid the 
other north of that river in what is now 
the Transvaal. They had many tights 
••villi the natives and disputes with the 
British, but at length, in 1852, Gen. Pre- 
lorius persuaded the British government 
to sign a treaty which virtually gave the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free Stale 
their independence, while maintaining 
suzerainty or paramount authority over 
them. Since that time the British have 
not in any way interfered with the 
Orange Free State. 

•As lime went on and valuable min- 
etitls were discovered in the Transvaal, 
a considerable number of British weul 
into that country to engage in mining. 

In 1870. in a war wiih the natives, the 
Transvaal v,-,i^ nearly blotted out, anil 
its treasury bankrupt. Tin- Bom's ap- 
pealed lo the British assistance, ami 
:i force was sent which defeated the 
natives and saved the colony. The Brit- 



dross of their grievances. The British 
government took the matter up in 
earnest, and demanded of the Transvaal 
that that provision of the treaty of 1884 
relating to foreigners should be fulfilled. 
The Boers refused to grant anything 
that could be regarded as a satisfactory 
fulfilment of the treaty, and there nego- 
tiations failed, and the sword must de- 
cide the controversy, 

Lei me recount some of die British 
grievances of tile British residents in 
the Transvaal: 

1. Although the British in t.he Trans- 
vaal out-number ihe Boers two to one. 
and |>a\ ill! per cent, of the taxes, only 
2 per cent, of them have secured the 
right to vote, and no provision has been 
made for ihe education of their children. 

Although surrounded by armed 
Boers, mui half-subdued savages, the 
Outlanders are not allowed to carry 
a rills, 

They must patronize the monopolies 
created by tie- Boers, although these 
monopolies charge exorbitant prices for 
ueet'ssa ry a I'l icles. 

4. Thcv are maltreated by the police, 

and foi 1 to try their claims before par 

tiul court! - , where the lOnglish language 
is rorbiddi u. 

When ime thinks of the treatment 
meted nut to the French in Canada, and 
lo the Dutch in Cape Colony, where ;i 
Frenchman is tin' premier of the one. 
nnd a Dutchman tin- premier of the 
other, is il any wonder the British blood 
boils, and the British arm is nerved to 
strike home, when Britious think of the 
injustice |iui upon their fellow-citizens in 
the Transvaal '.' 

In the negotiations preceding the out- 
break of hostilities the British govern- 
ment made i lie following demands upon 
ihe Boer government : 

1. A live years' residence for citizen- 
ship. 

2. Representation for till Outlanders m 
the Boer parliament. 

,'!. A guarantee against sudden changes 
in the constitution of the Transvaal.

that they have paid during the past Bvo 
years have enabled the Boers to live 
sumptuously every day,' and to equip 
themselves thoroughly for the contest in 
which they are now engaged. 

Again. I would usk where did the 
Boer get his right to exclusive posses- 
sion of the Transvaal? All tie land 
he now owns he wrested from tbo na- 
tives without giving them anything- in 
return but slavery. It has been ask- 
ed: "lias the Boer no rights V" I 
would answer, Hud the natives no 
rights'.' 

The descendants of those Boers who 
remained in Cape Colony and Natal have 
been accorded all the rights and privil- 
eges of citizenship; anil one of them ia 
to-day premier of Cape Colony. Ts it 
too much to ask that the Boers grant 
similar privileges to the British in the 
Transvaal? 

When this war is over the Boers will 
not he enslaved by Ihe British, but they 
will he placed on exactly the same foot- 
ing as the other subjects of Her Majesty 
in South Africa. 

One of the criticisms that Sir "William 
Vernon Hareourt advanced in the Brit- 
ish parliament against the conduct of 
the present ministry was that in the 
negotiations with President Kruger Mr. 
Chamberlain was too imperious in his 
demands; that be unnecessarily irritat- 
ed that amiable gentleman. 

1 think the length of time these ne- 
gotiations have been in progress is the 
best, answer to thai criticism. Per- 
haps Mr. Hareourt thinks Sir, Cham- 
berlain should have gone down on bis 
knees and begged Mr. Kruger to fulfil 
his solemn treaty obligations. Who is 
simple enough to believe thnl bud he 
done so Kruger would have yielded? 

The great wonder is thai Ihe British 
government has been so patient, especial- 
ly when il was known that British pres- 
tige in South Africa was being seriously 
damaged by the conduct of I he Boer 
jfovernment. 

In conclusion, lei me say that every 
true man niusl regret the necessity for 
war. There are some people who would 
have pence at any price. I confess I 
am nol one of that class. Arbitration is 
a good thing. Il will settle many <lis- 
putes; but woe betide the British Em- 
pire when it has neithjr the courage nor 
the resources to stand up for its rights. 

When Ibis war is over and the Union 
.lack float - over the whole of South Af- 
rica, then and not lill then may we ex- 
pect race animosities to be allayed and 
confederated South Africa take its place 
beside the Mother Country. Australia, 
India and Canada, in that grent family 
of nations whose goal is IliipcriiLl Fed- 
eration. 
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ins hceu the answer of the Boer 
just demands'.' Il is practically 
our own business. Von protn- 
lo interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of Ihe Transvaal, so hands off." 
Technically this claim of Ihe Boers may 
he true, hut Britain answers that by the 
same treaty the Boers agreed that for- 
eigners in the Transvaal should receive 
equnl rights. She asserts that no civil- 
ized nation can allow its citizens to be 
robbed by a foreign government, and 
bases her claim to interference, not whol- 
ly upon treaties and conventions, 
hut upon the natural rights of nations. 
She also claims that the granting of all 
the above demands is necessary if the 
spirit as well as the letter of the treaty 
of 1884 is to be fulfilled, 

The immediate cause of the war was 
Ihe deela ration of several British minis- 
ters thai they had put their hands to 
the plough and would not turn hack un- 
til justice was granted. Reinforcements 
were ordered to the Cupe. and the gov- 
ernment liegnn to prepare for eventual- 
ities. 

On September 2si Mr. Chamberlain 
sent lo the Transvaal a note terminating 
the negotiations on the issues before un- 
der discussion, and notifying President 
Kruger that Britain would shortly form- 
ulaic new proposals. These new pro- 
posals were never sent, for on October !> 
ihe government of the Transvaal sent 
an ultimatum to the British government, 
demanding the withdrawal of British 
troops from iis borders, and the recall 
of reinforcement.- recently landed or oi 
the way.

the* immigrants should he accorded all 
tho rights «nd privileges enjoyed by the 
Boers; (2) that the Transvaal should 
have nothing to do with Ihe natives out- 
side of their territory, in the way of en 
uroitnliing on their lands or making 
treaties with them, as these natives 
were under British protection; (3) thai 
the Transvaal should make no treaties 
with foreign powers. 

Shortly after tho signing of the treaty 
of 188*1, gold was discovered in enormous 
quantities in tho Transvaal, A stream 
of gold-hunters flrotn nil over the world 
poured into the mining regions, nnd this 
inflow bus continued almost to the pres- 
ent time. These Outlanders, as the 
Boers cull them, are for the most part 
Blitish. They have invested enormous 
wealth in mining operations, have built 
large cities, and have so increased in 
numbers that they now outnumber the 
Boers two to one. 

Friction between the two races at 
once began to manifest 
ihe discovery of gold it r 
year's residence in the 
aliens to become citizens, but the Boer 
soon put tho limit of residence up to 
fourteen yei.rs. 

Tho year 1S9G was one of great inter- 
est in the Transvaal. The Boer govern- 
ment was charged by the Outlanders 
with all manner of" excesses and oppres- 
sions, and the Jameson raid wns the 
result. This force was defeated, and 
Dr. .la meson and other officers wore sent 
to England, tried and punished. Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes, lale premier of Capo Col- 
ony, who is now at Kimberley facing 
the Boers, was implicated in Hint raid. 

In the present year 21,000 Outlanders 
betitloncd tho British government to 
interfere in their behalf and secure a ro- 
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British Umpire. 

As might be expected, there is some 
difference of opinion even iiinoug British- 
ers, :i> to whether this was can be justi- 
fied fi l a moral point of view. Some 

people seem to forgot thai we have not 
declared ivar againsl I he Transvaal, nor 
invaded her territory. 

Some sympathy is expressed for the 
Transvaal because a small republic is 
facing Ihe most powerful empire in the 
world. Bx-Prcsidenl Harrison said a 
short time ago, in reference to this 
Transvaal dispute, Hint the American 
people would sympathize with the small 
boy when the big boy is thrashing him, 
even though the small hoy richly de- 
serves the spanking. I think thai is a 
false feeling. If the small boy richly de- 
serves Ihe spanking he should get it; it. 
may improve both bis morals and his 
maimers. How would il do for ex-Pres- 
ident Harrison to bestow his sympathy 
on Spain nnd the Philippine Islands'/ 

Another complaint urged against the 
British attitude on this question is that, 
though tlie British in the Transvaal have 
been outrageously treated by the Boers, 
they are getting only what they deserve, 
lis they are a horde of greedy adventur- 
ers, mid have no right there. It is soid: 
"If these foreigners do not like tho Boer 
laws lei them get out

There wore landed in Victoria yester- 
day OH Cape Nome miners, '2'J. ship 
wrecked mariners and about $200,000 in 
gold taken from tbir diggings at Cape 
Nome. All arrived yesterday on the 
Alpha- The steamer had a rough pass- 
age north lint a pleasant homeward jour- 
ney, and made the round trii> much 
quicker than bad been expected. Con- 
trary, too, to expectations, no iee was 
encountered, and instead of finding in 
Cape Nome a city of tents, quite the re- 
verse was the ease. Few tents were 
seen, the residents being apparently com- 
fortably quartered In "dug-outs" and 
frame houses, wW\ plenty of provisions 
and ample ftp.'! for !Jl9 winter. Going 
north u.« enct>itnl?* e <l WW! very 

bad weather. She was under chattel 
Lo O. Snoop, of Seattle, and had 20 pas- 
sengers for Nome and IT eattle and 15U 
sheep for John Kill, the well-known 
.Nome butcher, a quantity of lumber and 
eoul, besides a general cargo of mer- 
chandise aggregating 300 tons. The 
Alpha also brought the Cannula's mail 
rrora Dutch Harbor, where it had been 
loft by the Corvvin, which took it from 
the stranded steamer. Only one mishap 
occurred on the trip north. In bad 
weather the Alpha ran ashore near 
Porl Clarence, and ii wns found neces- 
snry to jettison her deck-loud of lumber 
.- 1 ■ x I shingles. Tins was a serious loss^ 
for at Nome lumber sells at isSof) a thou- 
sand feel and shingles ill $30 a thousand. 
It w as iow tide when the steamer struck 
hut lightened of her deck-load she floated 
nil' at high water, escaping without in- 
jury. 

The Weather was just beginning to 
turn cold at Cape Nome when the Alpha 
loft. Il was freezing very hard, and a 
liuhl dialing of s-iiow covered the ground. 
Mltlle mining was being done, but the 
crew saw saifllcieiit to convince them 
of the richness of the place. Purser 
Cray says thai he believes the Nome 
gold fields have always been under- 
estimated. He lias never read anything 
which over-estimated them. He and 
('apt. Buckholz not only inspected many 
uf the diggings, bur brought samples of 
the sand otil of which the gold is taken, 
tie wat clied a man go on! and work one 
day, and saw him wash out. Sll in three 
hours, There are about 1,500 miners 
at Cape Nome, exclusive of those who 
left for the new gold fields at ('ape 
York and Cape Prince of Wales, but if 
nil the coast line for at least '.'A miles 
was included the population would reach 
probably 5,00(1 people. In Anvil City, 
the biggest [•amp, there are three hospi- 
tals supported by public subscriptions. 
There are 150 miners nnd more, too, ac- 
cording to one of the passengers, laid 
up with typhoid fever, which is very 
prevalent. To the back of Gape Nome 
there is a long stretch of low, marshy 
country, with no drainage whatever at 
present, and it is this that is causing 
the sickness. 

Not in sanitary regulations alone is 
there a sad neglect of government at 
Cape Nome. The only law in force is 
that of "miners' rights." Every man 
holding- a chiiui only has possession when 
on it. When he moves off some one else 
tnlo s his place and thus it is that many 
disputes have arisen. 

With the building of the town the need 
of lire protection is becoming very ap- 
parent. While the steamer was in port 
a lire occurred but was fortunately put 
out before serious damage whs done. 
One can hardly conceive that buildings 
have gone up with the rapidity they have 
it Nome. On one street seventeen build- 
ings, Ihirtecti of which are saloons, can 
be counted and the best protection those 
places have is a volunteer bucket bri- 
gade. A two story house rents for .$200: 
•i beef steak is from .$2.51) to ham 
and eggs arc §'1; lluiir $10 per hundred- 
weight; coal .<S(I per Ion and a shave 
costs $i nnd a hair out $1.50. Big wages 
are of course made to even matters up.

John GlimvLn denies the story pub- 
lished In last evening's Times that he 
was accused of shooting two men. The 
night before the steamer left Cape Nome 
United Slates Marshal Lee went to his 
cabin and arrested him on a warrant 
charging him with vagrancy, while ho 
was eating supper. At U:;5() he took him 
to the lock-up, where he kept him until 
10:30, afterwards transferring him to 
the Alpha without a trial, and repre- 
senting him as a notorious character to 
Capt. Buckholtz. Guuwiu says he hnd 
a house which cost $1,800, (! cords of 
wood, -J'/i tons of grub and stores for the 
winter, two lots valued at $0,000 and 
$5,000 respectively, and mining claims to 
the .alue of $50,000. He was also sup- 
porting a wife and throe children. He 
was known by merit every miner id 
Cape .Nome, and claims to have been a 
victim of foul play. This he does not 
by any means intend to allow lo pass 
unheeded. On the way down from 
Nome nearly every passenger on the 
Alpha signed a memorial to the United 
States government, setting forth Gun- 
vin's case and asking that the matter 
be looked into. Some of the passengers 
Miy that Gunvt'in was shanghaied out of 
Nome, and that the ouicinls got rid of 
him in order to get his property. Gun- 
win is now on his way to Seattle, where 
he says be will enter suit against the 
I'nited States government for heavy 
damages.

DAMAGED IN A STOHM. 

The San Francisco Whaler .Mermaid 
Abandoned at 1 Milch Harbor. 

News of the total wreck of the whal- 
ing bark Mermaid olT Cox Island on Oc- 
tober 28 is told by tile mate and MOW 
of the vessel, who arrived yesterday on 
the Alpha. There are 121! of the men. 
They are without money, the Alpha 
bringing them to Victoria in the hope 
that the American government, through 
United States Consul Smith, will recoup 
the vessel owners for their passage. They 
will probably proceed from here to San 
Francisco, the homo port of their ves- 
sel. The vessel, like the other mem- 
ber:; of the whaling fleet, was on her 
return to San Francisco when caught 
by the storm and smashed beyond recog- 
nition. The vessel bud just weathered a 
number of gales on her homeward run 
when ciiughl in the one of October 2S. 
For some time it seemed as though she 
would sink at sea. Seas broke over her 
in rapid succession, first carrying away 
the bulwarks and afterwards staving in 
the whole bow. Cnpt, Gifford laid the 
vessel to and for hours the craft lay 
trembling from stem to stern. One un- 
fortunate member of the crew — Jack 
Kneeley, a married man of San Fran- 
cisco— was canghl on deck by a sea and 
when found by those below bis body was 
being carried up und down the decks by 
racing waters. All day long the vessel 
was rocked mid buffeted about, every 
now and again a monster sea breakin 
over that would send her main yards into 
the sea. The storm kept up until the 
afternoon of the 20th when it died away. 
The dilapidated looking vessel then math 
Dutch. Harbor with all possible baste 
lint onlv to bo overtaken by another 
gale on 'the 30th. It was if anything a 
stronger one than that of the previous 
day. The vessel vtis again battered 
about. The foremnsl was this lime lo 
uned and the bouts In the davits went 
with the fury of the sea. till was pour- 
ed on the angry sea until twenty barrels 
hnd been emptied. Finally land was 
made out on November 2 and the leak- 
ing vessel was steered straight for shore. 
Repairs were iniide and next day the 
bark was taken to Dutch Harbor almost 
a total less. dpt. Buekholtsi of the 
Ailpha, Cnpt i White of the steamer 
Townseml. which wns at Dutch Harbor 
on her way to St. I leorge Island to wreck 
the Cannula, an-1 First Ulcer Mt'Tunes 
of the Alpha made a survey of the ves- 
sel and condemned her. Tin vessel's 
cargo consist hit: of 20 casks of whale oi! 
and 35 bales of whale bone was loaded 
on the Alpha and from here will be trans- 
shipped to San Friineiscc nsigned to 

R. H. Sheldon of that city. The oil and 
whale bone represent the work of the 
crew during the cruise in the Arctic. She 

that the value of the oil and whale hone 
is about $20,000. Capt. Gilford. Second 
Mate Cabin and Kngineer Herman— the 
vessel had a donkey engine aboard— 
stayed bv the Mermaid and will endeavor 
to 'sell iier. She was worth probably 
$30,000, She was an old vessel built 
-Pi years ago and belonging to New 
Bedford, Mass. Sonic of her crew state 
that she was unseaworthv. 

News of a second wreck was also re- 
ceived by I he Alpha, being that of the 
little ste.iincr Sovereign on Snake river, 
where it whs proposed to use her this 
winter for housing purposes. The loss is 
estimated at $10,(1110. 

NEW GOLD DIGGINGS. 

Cape York ami Cape Prince of Wales 
Said |o lie Very Uiell, 

Passengers of the Alpha report that 
about 500 miners left Cape Nome for 
Cape York and Cape Prince of Wales 
during September and October. 'flu 
new gold diggings lay to the north of 
Cape Nome (ID and 100 miles respectively 
and are reported to be unite as rich 
as those to the southward. The country 
around Cape York is all staked off for 
12 miles and up the Anoeovik river nnd 
its tributaries. Tile diggings are shallow 
and according to one authority as high 
as $3.50 to tlie pan has been struck.

council. The booklet issued by the board 
of. trade of AsheviHe contains eight 
HLjxO-hich pages, bound at the short side. 
It is printed in re d and black ink and 
tells about: the location, natural beauties 
ami healthful climate of AsheviHe. It 
also gives a few words about the class 
of people who inhabit the city, its 'visit- 
ors, hotels, homes, schools, churches, 
golf-links, drives, etc. 

The booklet issued by the St. John 
board of trade is more pretentious, larger 
and far more expensively gotten up. It 
is composed of forty •IxS-inch pages of 
white enamelled paper, printed in black, 
and a green projecting cover, printed in 
gold and black. It is bound at the long 
side. The booklet contains over forty 
half-tone pictures of scenes in and about 
St. John. It. tells id' the historic spots 
of the city, commercial growth, and the 
climatic conditions of the province of 
New Brunswick,

DKFENCK dh" THE EMPIRE. 

Sir: 111 these days, when we hear so 
much of wars and rumors of wars, and 
when all parts of the Empire seem so 
willing t" rally round the Old Country 
in the common cause of Imperial de- 
fence, could not some practical scheme 
be elaborated for common and organized 
defence of the Empire. Cach colony 
.self-governing or crown forming part of 
our vast Umpire has its volunteer and 
militia forces ready in case of emergency 
to defend its own portion of the Empiri 
but nothing towards united action is 
done in ease of danger to any portion 
Greater Britain. The Transvaal crisis 
hits witnessed the hurried despatch from 
our shores of a thousand brave Cana- 
dians, but before the crisis arose no 
! thought of any definite preparation lo 
j meet such a crisis in any portion id' the 
Empire was taken. Similar cirenm- 
! stances seem to have attended the de- 
spatch of volunteers from Australia and 
New Zealand. One fact stands out 
clear — the desire of all to co-operate in 
u common cause against oppression and 
tyranny, and that the Empire will rise 
as ,i man against an e.neniy, whoever 
and wherever he may be. 

Why should not the colonies unite and 
form one complete army corps, consist 
ing of say 25,000 men and composed of 
infantry, cavalry, artillery and train for 
the defence of any part of the Empire 
menaced, and ready at any time to till; 
the lield in Canada, India. Australia or 
elsewhere where danger might uri-sc'l 

Such an army coriKS might be known 
as the Imperial Legion, and membership 
in it should be esteemed a high privilege 
Canada and Newfoundland might con 
tribute so many regiments, Australi: 
ami New Zealand so many more, each 
colony, wherever situated, to send its 
quota in case of menace to any sister 
colony or any other portion of the Em- 
pire. The effect of such a step taken 
spontaneously by all the colonics would 
make a profound impression on all 
woujd-be disturbers of Britain's peace 
Such an idea could not Originate witji 
the Imperial cabinet, and where could it 
originate 1 with better grace than in Can 
ada, the oldest and most glorious portion 
of the Empire? 

Could this matter not be brought to 
the notice of some of our prominent men, 
who might make representations to tin 
minister of militia? It would bo a glori- 
ous thing if Canada became the leader 
in this matter, as she has already been 
in so many others.
